of America, covering a period of nearly thirty years, 
have always been regarded with much interest by 
the breeders as a valuable year by year summary of the 
progress of the breed. For many years, cash prizes 
were awarded to the owners of the highest record animals 
for the purpose of stimulating greater interest in official 
testing. Two years ago, it was decided that these prizes, 
amounting to around $20,000 a year, could better be ap- 
plied to other forms of extension work, as it was generally 
felt that the breeders were so thoroughly sold upon the 
value of official testing that cash awards were not nec- 
essary to stimulate interest in it and that the honor of 
ranking high in the Prize Lists meant more to a great 
majority of the breeders than the actual amount of prize 
money awarded. Accordingly, for the past two years, the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry has issued Honor 
Lists, made up in the same form as the old Prize Lists, 
but carrying no cash awards. It is a matter of regret to 
us that the Association has never seen fit to adopt an 
official system of scoring the Honor List awards in some 
way that would make it possible to assign figures repre- 
senting the winnings of each breeder so that the pub- 
licity value of the old Prize Lists would be fully retained. 
Last year, when the first Honor Roll was issued with- 
out prize money awards, the World, in the absence of 
any official scoring system, devised a system of its own, 
which is reproduced in a box on this page. It will be 
noted that a graduated scale of points is used, commencing 
with twenty-five points for a first place in the various 
butterfat classes, dropping down to twenty points for sec- 
ond, seventeen points for third, and one less point for each 
succeeding place until reaching a minimum of one point 
for nineteenth place and all lower places. The milk 
rating starts at twenty points for first place, fifteen points 
for second, twelve points for third, and then one less point 
for each succeeding lower place in the same way. 


We have applied the same system of rating to 
the Honor List for the official year just closed, 
1923-24, and the results are tabulated herewith. It will be 
noted that the Bridgford Holstein Company, Patterson, 
California, is the leader with a total of 389 points, of which 
211 were won upon butter records and 178 points upon 
milk records. A. §S. Deysher, Reading, Pennsylvania, 
comes in second place with a total of 365 points, of which 
218 were won upon butter records, the largest of any 
breeder, and 147 for milk records. Carnation Milk Farms 
and the Traverse City State Hospital are tied for third 
place with 275 points each. The preceding year Carna- 
tion Milk Farms were the leaders with a total of 305 
points, Fred F. Field, Holstein Trustee coming second 
with 275 points. On the basis of two years’ work in the 
Honor Lists, Carnation Milk Farms are in first place with 
a total of 580 points, Bridgford Holstein Company being

a close second with 576 points, followed by A. C. Hardy 
with 501 points for the two years, Traverse City Hospital 
next with 423, Fred Hartsook in fifth place with 406. On 
the past year’s work, the showing of A. S. Deysher in 
second place for total and first place for butter records 
alone is especially noteworthy from the fact that this 
showing was made in a milking herd of only about thirty 
cows. This is one of the comparatively new herds and 
their work has been outstanding. 

As in the preceding year, California leads for total 
points with 1714, followed by Wisconsin in second place 
with 1419; New York, last year in third place, is ex- 
ceeded this year also by both Pennsylvania and Michigan, 
there being five states with totals above 1000 points, as 
against three such states the preceding year. The fol- 
lowing table, analyzing the winnings by states may be of 
interest:

Bonalevo Farms, Batavia, N. Y., where he has been 

in service for the past seven years. He was just 
a few weeks over fourteen years old at the time of his 
death. He is one of the leading sires of milk producers 
of the breed, in some respects standing ahead of any 
other sire. He is the only sire that ever lived with three 
daughters milking over 800 lbs. in a week or with four 
milking from 21,000 to 24,000 Ibs. in the 305-day division. 
At the time of his death he had more daughters milking 
over 600 lbs. in a week than any other living sire (16), 
five of the sixteen having over 700 lbs. One of his daugh- 
ters, as a senior two-year-old. broke the World’s Record 
for milk production with 699 lbs., a record that stood un- 
beaten for over seven years, having only recently been 
surpassed. At present writing he has 74 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters, of which the twelfth 30-lb. daughter has recently 
been announced. He has three daughters with records 
from 1000 to over 1200 lbs., one of them in the 305-day 
division. In the 365-day division, seventeen daughters 
have made records averaging 863.2 lbs. butter from 20,- 
409.5 lbs. milk at an average age of 3 years, 9 months, 
three of them being 20,000-lb. two-year-olds. He also has 
twelve daughters with 305-day records averaging 771.15 
lbs. butter from 18,924.5 lbs. milk at an average age of 
3 years, 1 month. The above figures are as furnished by 
Bonalevo Farms, some of the more recent records being 
not yet officially reported. Until very recently one of 
the daughters of this sire was the World’s Champion jun- 
ior two-year-old for 305 days’ butter and another daugh- 
ter was formerly World’s Champion milk producer over 
all ages in the 305-day division. 


Colantha Johanna Lad 8th is a son of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad from a daughter of Pontiac Korndyke. His 
dam, Pontiac Beets Korndyke, made at Dutchland Farms 
a record of 23.76 lbs. butter from 535.9 Ibs. milk. A few 
years later she was sold to Elmer Blossom, Cuba, N. Y., 
with the privilege of having her bred to Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad. On April 26, 1910, she dropped for Mr. Blos- 
som by this service a son that was named Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad 8th, who was retained by Mr. Blossom as his 
herd sire. His daughters made such creditable records 
in this herd that he attracted the attention of R. E. Chapin 
& Son, who purchased him with as many of his daughters 
as they could get hold of. Some of these early daughters 
already had good records and the others have since made 
a fine showing. Of course the greater proportion of his 
present list of daughters were bred at Bonalevo, and ex- 
cept in a few cases were developed there. 

At Bonalevo, Colantha Johanna Lad 8th was mated 
with the daughters and granddaughters of Admiral Walker 
Pietertje, the former herd sire, and with the daughters

of King Quality, a grandson of Colantha Johanna Lad, 
who was in service there at that time. Practically all 
of the Bonalevo bred daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad 
8th are from dams of this breeding. 

At the time of his purchase by the Chapins, Colantha 
Johanna Lad 8th had six daughters milking over 600 lbs. 
two of them as two-year-olds, two as three-year-olds and 
another as a four-year-old. His first 30-lb. daughter had 
just appeared—a three-year-old with 634.6 lbs. milk. These 
daughters made their records for Mr. Blossom or for his 
neighbor, Glenn Warner. Practically all of them came to 
Bonalevo with their sire, where many of them have since 
made even better records. Few of the daughters of this 
sire have been sold from Bonalevo except to furnish a 
headliner or two for some outstanding public sale event. 
At the second Brentwood Sale, for instance, his first two 
daughters to milk over 800 Ibs. were consigned. They 
were Satie Colantha Pietertje and Susie May Johanna, 
both of which had made 21,000-lb. milk records in the 305- 
day division and then had come back with 800-lb. milk 
records in seven-day work. Both were continued on 
semi-official test during and after the sale, the former 
breaking the world’s milk record for 305 days with 24,069.7 
Ibs. containing 1003.45 lbs. butter, freshening again with- 
in the year and making a year record of 1219 Ibs. butter 
from 28,742.8 Ibs. milk. The other daughter, Susie May 
Johanna finished her year with 25,217.4 lbs. milk and 
988.33 Ibs. butter. 

His third daughter to milk over 860 Ibs. is Lady Beets 
Johanna Korndyke, owned by John P. Crozer of Pennsyl- 
vania, whose best butter record is 30.84 lbs. from 786 Ibs. 
milk. During the same lactation on official test she 
milked well over 800 Ibs. with just under 30 lbs. butter. 

Another good daughter is Era Baby Pietertje 3d, who 
after making a 900-lb. year record freshened with three 
quarters and made practically 34 Ibs., finishing with over 
1100 Ibs. for the year. 

One of his very best daughters is Colantha Quality 
Belle, bred and owned at Bonalevo, who broke the World’s 
Record for junior two-year-olds in the 305-day division 
with 810.65 lbs. butter. She has just come back as a 
four-year-old with 31.68 Ibs. butter from 506.9 Ibs. milk, 
with a 30-day record of 131.32 lbs. butter from 2120.1 Ibs. 
milk and is running strong on semi-official test, milking 
around 80 Ibs. daily of 4 per cent milk. 

His daughter, Colantha Jane, has recently finished a 
two-year-old record of 988.7 lbs. butter from 20,763.6 Ibs. 
milk, making his third 20,000-lb. two-year-old daughter. 
The other two are Colantha Gelsche and Colantha Quality 
Pansy, the three 20,000-lb. two-year-olds averaging well 
over 900 Ibs. butter for the year.

The Richmond Sale 


HE sale at Richmond can hardly command the appel- 
T lation, “National,” as it failed in many respects to 

portray the true condition of the Holstein industry 
today in any National way. What it did accomplish was 
to furnish to the South some good seed stock. 

A few states overgauged the market and sent animals 
that, except in one or two instances, the market could not 
absorb at prices which represented the true value of the 
offerings. Other states were lax in inspection and sent 
animals that should not be sold in any public sale. 

If the object of the National Sale is to establish a 
criterion of value for the better class of animals offered 
by the breed, the sooner we get back to some system of 
individual responsibility in selection the better off we will 
be. If on the other hand, go‘ng into new territory we 


are merely seeking to create a taste for the right kind 
of seed stock, inspection still is of prime importance. In 
fact in any way we look at these sales it is of major 
importance that the animals offered be carefully con- 
On 


ieteered by an impartial judge before being offered. 
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the present market the seller is quite inclined to get rid 
of what he does not want and the market slaughters them. 
with accompanying damage to the market itself. 

The sale at Richmond demonstrated the necessity of 
thoroughly analyzing the market before entering it under 
any conditions. The management of a sale in a new ter- 
ritory should know exactly what that market can absorb. 
Then the acceptance of animals can be confined within 
bounds that will meet these requirements. 

We liked very much the idea promulgated by former 
President D. D. Aitken on the floor of the convention, who 
stated that at Grand Rapids next year the sale would be 
confined to animals that pass rigid inspection and are 
worthy representatives of the best seed stock the industry 
has to offer.

The Fifth National Cooperative Sale 


received at the Fifth National Cooperative Holstein 

Sale held at Richmond, Va., June 5th and 6th were 
somewhat disappointing, due to the fact that the breed- 
ers from the older Holstein sections for the most part 
left it for the South to absorb the offerings. While there 
were many animals that will do the dairy industry of the 
South a lot of good it is also true that quite a number 
were considerably below what we have come to consider 
national sale calibre. The dairymen and breeders of the 
South secured some wonderful bargains—148 head selling 
for an average of $260.00, the sale total being $38,200. 
Included in this average are four young calves that were 
not pedigreed but were listed as half numbers which 
sold at prices ranging from $25.00 to $65.00. 

The bulls in particular sold at bargain prices and the 
South was able to secure twenty herd sires from large 
record dams at an average of considerably under $300.00 
only one of the bulls being purchased by a Northern 
breeder. 

Virginia was the big buyer at the sale. taking 109 of the 
148 head offered and paying a total of $26,475 for them. 
North Carolina was the second highest buyer, taking 14 
head at $3530 and South Carolina took six head at $2960. 
Other Southern States represented in the buying list were 
West Virginia, Maryland and the District of Columbia, 
these three taking six head at $1435. The balance of the 
offerings went to New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Indiana and Michigan. 

The heaviest buyer-at the sale was Stone Gate Stock 
Farm of Petersburg, Va., which purchased 15 head at 
$3230. V. M. Montgomery of Spartanburg, S. C., was an- 
other good buyer, taking six head at $2960, including the 
two top animals of the sale which were Star Segis Pon- 
tiac Superior, the world’s record breaker and national 
dairy show blue ribbon winner .consigned by Minnesota 
Holstein Co., at just $1,000 and Mankato Stella Ormsby 
Bess, a 22,000-lb. two-year-old consigned by Mankato Hol- 
stein Farms, Mankato, Minn., at $830. Dr. G. Bolling Lee 
of Alexandria, Va., paid the third high price of $675 for 
Pietertje Ormsby Lass Homestead consigned by John and 
Charles Wittig of Hartford, Wis. and he also paid $500

IN CALIFORNIA 


A copy of the Fifth Annual Bulle- 


tin, published and distributed by the 
Boys’ Agricultural Club of the Kern 
County Union High School, Bakers- 
field, California, has just reached our 
desk. This bulletin, consisting of six- 
ty pages, is most attractively illus- 
trated and gotten up and is an index 
of the work in dairying, poultry and 
hog raising, gardening, agricultural 
botany, horticulture, and farm man- 
agement which has been done by the 
members of this Club during the past 
year. The Bulletin features the poul- 
try industry, but also gives space to 
the other lines of work carried on by 
the members of the Club. The stor- 
ies of work in the different projects 
fostered by the Club record actual 
events and are very interesting. 
This Club has held fairs, shown at 
the California State Fair for four suc- 
cessive years, carried on trials in 
crops, stock feeding, and is now en- 
gaged in an egg-laying contest. This 
fall, the Boys’ Agricultural Club plans 
to exhibit a complete herd of Poland 
China hogs and a complete young 
herd of Holstein cattle at the Cali- 
fornia State Fair. The class of stock 
exhibited by these high school stu- 
dents can be judged to some extent 
by the fact that their total winnings 
from one carload of stock last year at 
the State Fair amounted to $241. The 
boys are also planning a full exhibit 





at the Kern County Fair. They !ook 
forward to fairs as a means of gain- 
ing publicity, sales and education. 

The Boys’ Agricultural Club is con- 
ducted in a strictly businesslike man- 
ner. Jt annually elects a President, 
Vice-President, Treasurer and Secre- 
tary and a staff consisting of an edi- 
tor, assistant editor and an advertis- 
ing manager. ‘Tihe officers for 1924, 
are Earl Ahmann, President; Edwin 
Deuel, Vice-President; George Mc- 
Connell, Treasurer; Lee Pryor, Sec- 
retary; Harold Filkel, Editor; Marvin 
Cross, Assistant Editor and Arthur 
Calloway, Advertising Manager. The 
Club has borrowed $20,000 and has 
succeeded in reducing this debt con- 
siderably.

When the school doors close after 
the graduating exercises this June, 
the Kern County Union High School 
Agricultural Department will have fin- 
ished the first five-year cycle of its 
present program. The Agricultural 
Department has grown from four high 
school students in 1919 to 140 in the 
school year of 1923-24. The program 
calls for the picking out of certain 
tasks, doing them, and then passing 
them on to others... One of the objec- 
tives in the next five-year cycle is to 
work for a school farm, so that a cen- 
tral place to work from in carrying 
on the Boys’ Club livestock work may 
be had. 





ANCHORING TO A SOLID FOUNDA- 
TION WITH HOLSTEINS 

About a year and a half ago while 
studying agriculture at the high 
school, I decided to go into the dairy 
business. I borrowed $700.00 from 
the Security Trust Bank and bought a 
purebred Holstein cow. 

Shortly after getting the cow, I 
started in and built a milking barn. 
The barn is 16 feet long by 12 feet 
wide, with a solid concrete floor in 
it, equipped with stanchions for four 
cows. My father helped me build the 
barn so the labor didn’t cost me much, 
and the material came to $56.00 which 
he paid for. 

After completing the dairy barn, I 
began work on my milk house, 
which is seven feet by eight feet with 
a concrete floor sloping toward a 
drain which quickly carries off all the 
water that drops on the floor. It 
has a four foot strip of screen on 
three sides to about three feet from 
the ground which lets in plenty of 
fresh air and sunlight. When a germ 
or bacteria is exposed to direct sun- 
light for 10 minutes, it is killed; hence 
the importance of sunlight. 

The dairy house is where I cool 
my milk, bottle it, and cap the bottles. 
I have kept my bacteria count down 
to 2,800 per cubic centimeter. Any 
count below 10,000 per cubic centi- 
meter will pass for certified and you 
can see I am much below 10,000. 

Some of the material for my milk 
house was given me which amounted 
to about $5.00 and with the material 
I had to buy which cost $23.00 brings 
the total cost of the dairy house to 
$28.00. I did all the work myself ex- 
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cept a little of the concrete work on 
the floor. 

The cost of equipment such as bot- 
tles, cooler, etc., was $22.00. My to- 
tal equipment—barn, dairy house, and 
utensils cost $106.00, of which my 
father paid $56.00 and I paid $50.00. 

Since I started in the dairy busi- 
ness, I have had some hard bumps to 
weather through. The first two cows 
did not live up to their guarantee and 
had to be returned, but the third one 
has proved free from T. B., has proven 
a breeder and of course is a good 
producer, and now I feel quite firmly 
anchored to the business. 

The name of my cow is Fancy 
Marie Pontiac Prague, sired by Beryl 
Pontiac Prague. Her dam is Fancy 
Marie Frenista. At the Berylwood 
Stock Farm of Hueneme she made a 
31-lb. butter record in seven days 
with 625.8 pounds of milk. She was 
on year test when I got her and fin- 
ished her record under my care. She 
made 894 pounds of butter and 21,- 
687.2 pounds of milk. 


On September 11 of this year, Marie 
brought me a pretty heifer calf, sired 
by Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, the 
highest yearly record bull in the 
world, for his seven nearest dams, 
the latter averaging 1,182 pounds of 
butter and 25,719 pounds milk in one 
year. The name of my calf is Kern- 
dale Aaggie Marie, and is now six 
months old. 


The first five and one-half months 
of this lactation period, Marie has 
milked 10,079.7 pounds of milk on 
hay and grain with no succulence. 
Besides Marie, I am milking two pure- 
bred Holsteins, one grade Holstein, 
two grade Jerseys and one grade 
Shorthorn and have two purebred Hol- 
stein calves and one grade Shorthorn 
calf. In May the grade Holstein heif- 
er will be fresh and I will be milking 
a total of seven head. 


When I first started out in the busi- 
ness, I bottled my milk and sold it 
wholesale sale in O!ldale. Since then I 
have sold some wholesale in cans, sepa- 
rated some and sold the cream, and 
now I am building up a retail route 
of my own which is taking a large 
part of my milk at the present time. 

Since I have been in the business, 
I have paid for $50.00 of my equip- 
ment, paid $408.00 on my cow, and 
$40.00 on a grade Jersey cow, making 
in all a total of approximately $500.00. 

I have purchased my own hay on 
my father’s place, so this would have 
to be deducted and of course I have 
put in many hours of real plodding 
from early morning till late at night. 
It’s been hard work, but I feel it has 
been well worth it, because I have 
the cow and calf almost clear and 
have learned a lot about dairying, 
under the supervision of my instruct- 
or. I have made mistakes, but have 
never made the same mistake twice. 

In addition to managing my herd 
of dairy cows, I am feeding and man- 
aging the Ag. Club herd sire, Sir 
Buffalo Ormsby Pietertje. 

The animal husbandry class came 
out from school and built most of the 
pen and at odd times I worked a few 
hours along with them. The pen is 
48 feet long and 32 feet wide built 
out of two inch stuff 16 feet long. The 
Posts are seven feet with two feet 
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in the ground, giving the fence a 
height of five feet, which is too high 
for him to hurdle. In one corner of 
the pen we built a combination hay 
and grain manger, a platform for him 
to stand on and a shade above it 
where he can be protcted from sun 
and rain. 

In another corner we arranged a 
place for a man to walk through, but 
the bull can’t. We piped water down 
to his pen and are going to make a 
float so it will self feed the water and 
therefore save time. My brother and 
I painted the barn und whitewashed 
the inside, and the animal husbandry 
class whitwashed the fences and the 
bull corral. Now it looks like a real 
dairy ranch. 

Visitors will be welcome when the 
foot and mouth disease has been 
stopped, but I am keeping everybody 
away now and taking all precautions 
to keep the disease out of my herd.

THE GUERNSEY AND JERSEY 
MEETINGS 

The annual meetings of the Amer- 
ican Guernsey Cattle Club and the 
American Jersey Cattle Club were 
recently held and some of the high 
lights from the annual reports of 
those two organizations may be of 
interest. The reports show that dur- 
ing the past year 51,448 Jerseys were 
registered compared with about 28,000 
Guernseys and 115,132 Holsteins, or 
about forty-five per cent more Hol- 
steins than for the two other breeds 
combined. The transfer figures are 
also interesting, the Jerseys showing 
41,937, with 23,324 Guernseys as com- 
pared with 91,665 Holsteins, or forty 
per cent more Holste.n transfers than 
the combined total for the two other 
preeds. The American Jersey Cattle 
Club has now reached a total of 1,- 
018 members, adding forty new mem- 
pers during the year, with twenty- 
three deceased. The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club now totals 1,- 
362 members, adding 147 during the 
year, with sixteen deaths. The Hol. 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
took in 1,758 members during the 
year with 142 deaths and now has a 
total enrollment of 23,597. The gross 
receipts of the American Jersey Cat- 
tle Club for the past year were slight- 
ly over $270,300 and for the Guern- 
sey Club $251,800. The receipts of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America during the past year totaled 
over $500,000. The American Jersey 
Cattle Club accepted 3,157 long-time 
records during the year, compared 
with 3,064 for the Holstein-Friesian 
breed in addition to over 5,000 short- 
time tests for the Black and Whites. 
The Guernsey report is not specific 
as to the number of records accepted, 
simply stating that it showed an in- 
crease over the previous year. The 
yuernsey Club employs two field men, 
while the Jersey Club has six men 
now in the field and expects to add 
two more. 

The meetings of both associations, 
according to the report, were very 
harmonious and resulted in the _ re- 
election of President Munn of the 
Jersey Club and President Scoville 
of the Guernsey Club. Secretary Mus- 
ser, of the Guernsey Club, reported 
lack of interest on the part of Guern- 
sey breeders in their farmers’ class 
for twice-a-day milking, only one hun- 
dred cows owned by fifty breeders 
being shown in the records of the

Record daughter, Butter Girl Johanna, bred and developed 
by Mr. Blossom, who produced over 699 Ibs. milk in a 
week. After being purchased by the Chapins she made a 
four-year-old record of over 32 lbs., milking over 2900 Ibs. 
in thirty days. 

The older sons of Colantha Johanna Lad 8th for the 
most part went to head grade or small purebred herds 
and never had much of a chance to make good. One of 
his sons, however, has a 30-lb. daughter with two records 
above 29 lbs. and other sons have good lists of daughters. 
Many of his younger sons head good herds today and will 
be heard from before many more years. 

For a number of years Colantha Johanna Lad 8th was 
assisted in his work at Bonalevo by his brother, Colantha 
Sir Aaggie, a great proven son of Colantha Johanna Lad 
from Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. This sire died last fall 
of the same cause that finished Colantha 8th—a nail in his 
stomach. Their place is taken by a third son of Colantha 
Johanna Lad—King Colantha Maida Changeling, who is 
from a 32-lb. granddaughter of Colantha Johanna Lad, the 
second dam being a 30-lb. cow, Halls Maida. By mating 
this line-bred son of Colantha Johanna Lad with the 
daughters of two other sons of the same sire, the Chapins 
will build up about as intensely bred a Colantha herd as 
can be found in the country.

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COW TESTING: ASSOCIATION 
DURING MARCH 


The usual Holstein leadership pre- 
vailed in cow testing associations in 
Michigan during the month of March. 
There were better than 20,000 cows 
tested in seventy-three associations 
during the month. Michigan now has 
eighty active associations, seven of 
which having no reports for this 
month’s work. The monthly report of 
c. T. A. work in Michigan is classified 
into four groups according to age, be- 
ginning with heifers under’ three 
years, and into another group giving 
the five highest milk producers in the 
state. The highest fat producer in 
the state this month is the mature 
cow, a purebred Holstein, owned by 
T. C. Tiedbohl, of the North Van 
Buren Association, she having a pro- 
duction of 108.9 Ibs. fat, 2,487.5 Ibs. 
milk. In second place was a purebred 
Holstein, leading the group for cows 
under four years. She was owned by 
J. E. Post, of the Genesee No. 7 as- 
sociation, who has just developed a 
world’s champion for milk in the 7- 
and 30-day divisions, and has a pro- 
duction of 102.92 Ibs. fat, 2,450.5 Ibs. 
milk. Third place went to the leader 
of the group of cows under five years 
old, also owned by Mr. Post, having a 
production of 99.05 lbs. fat, 3,001.5 lbs. 
milk, this figure being the highest in 
the state for milk. A purebred Hol- 
stein owned by John Tobin of the Cen- 
tral Allegan Association led those 
under three years old with 66.7 Ibs. 
fat, 1,755 Ibs. milk. With the excep- 
tion of one Guernsey and two Jerseys, 
the entire report was composed of 
purebred or grade Holsteins, the first 
five high producers for milk being al! 
Holsteins. Five places in this report 
were held by J. E. Post, and two by 
Walter Dillman of the Cass County 
Association. 





In Missouri, during the month of 
March, the honors were divided evenly 
among the association leaders, seven 
leaders being Holsteins and seven 
Jerseys. A Holstein, owned by W. C. 
Farmer in the Cass Association, lead 
the state with a production of 97.3 lbs. 
fat, 2,316 lbs. milk, this milk produc- 
tion also being high. In second place 
was a Jersey, owned by John Hobbs 
of Cape Girardeau association, with 
a production of 85.6 lbs. fat, 1,311 lbs. 
milk. In the high herd competition, 
Mr. Farmer’s herd of ten Holstein 
cows maintained an average produc- 
tion of 63.1 lbs. fat, 1,965 Ibs. milk. 
Holsteins held eight of the fourteen 
places in this classification, Jerseys 
five and one Guernsey. During the 
month forty-three cows were sold as 
unprofitable, thirty were sold on the 
basis of records they had made and 
one scrub bull was replaced with a 
purebred. The average production of 
all cows in cow testing association 
work in the state for the month was 
606 lbs. milk, 25.0 Ibs. fat, with an 
average profit above all feed con- 
sumed of $12.29 per cow. 





In Iowa, during the month of March, 
a total of 12,012 cows were tested in 
forty associations. Of this number, 


2,548 cows produced over 40 Ibs. fat, 


490 produced over 50 Ibs., 20 bulls 
were purchased, 138 cows sold for 
milk, 161 sold for beef, and 163 cows 
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purchased. The Pioneer association, 
with 385 cows, had the highest aver- 
age production with 844 lbs. milk, 32.1 
Ibs. fat. A three-year-old purebred 
Holstein, owned by Edward Vikurek, 
of the Worth Co. No. 1 association, 
led the state with a production of 
108.7 lbs. fat, 2,312 lbs. milk. An- 
other purebred Holstein, owned by 
Wylam & Son of the Bremer Co. as- 
sociation, was in second place with 
102.3 lbs. fat, 2,762 lbs. milk. A grade 
Guernsey was in third place with 91.7 
Ibs. fat, 1,953 lbs. milk. Of the forty 
association leaders, twenty-seven were 
Holsteins, five were Jerseys, five were 
Shorthorns, two were Guernseys, and 
one was a cow of mixed breeding. The 
purebred and grade Holstein herd of 
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eight head, owned by Edward Vikurek, 
led the state for average production, 
this herd maintaining an average of 
53.8 lbs. fat, 1,211 lbs. milk. Holstein 
herds held the first seven places in 
this list. Of the thirty-eight associa- 
tions reporting high herd averages, 
twenty-five were led by Holstein 
herds, five by mixed herds, four by 
Jerseys, three by Guernseys and one 
by a Shorthorn herd. 





During the month of March, there 
were thirteen active cow testing asso- 
ciations in Virginia, with a total of 
5,472 cows reported. Of this number, 
719 cows produced over 40 lbs. fat, 221 
over 50 lbs., 58 over 60 lbs., 16 over 70

fat. Ben Middleton, of Herndon, Va., 
had the high cow for the month. His 
grade Holstein, Flora, produced in the 
month 104.3 lbs. fat, 2,717 lbs. milk. 
Last month, Flora’s figures were 105.5 
lbs. fat, 2,617 lbs. milk. This is the 
first instance in the history of cow 
testing association work in Virginia 
that any cow has produced over 100 
lbs. fat two months in succession. Of 
the first ten high cows, five were pure- 
bred Holstein, two were grade Hol- 
steins, three were Jerseys.

Ralph 
Gowl, tester for the Rockingham 
County Association, won first prize in 
the Cow Testers’ “Efficiency Contest” 
for the month with a total of 120 
points.

The 
association testing the largest num- 
ber of cows during the month was 
the Eagle Point Association, while 
the Middleton association had the 
largest number of 40-lb. cows with 
159 head. Additional associations 
100 per cent free from scrub bulls are 
N. E. Dodge, Almena, Eau Galle, La 
Grance and Tri County. 





Several new high records were fea- 
tures of cow testing association ac- 
tivities in South Dakota during 
March. Sioux Homestead Rue, a pure- 
bred Holstein owned by the Peniten- 
tiary Farm of Sioux Falls, established 
a new record: in fat production with 
98.90 Ibs. fat, 2,536 lbs. milk. Sioux 
Homestead Rue also returned the 
highest income over cost of feed in 
the state, making a profit of $34.62 for 
the month. The grade Guernsey herd 
of E. A. Henry of Moody County 
was high herd for the month, his 
fourteen head averaging 50.64 Ibs. fat, 
1044 lbs. milk. This is the first time 
that the 50-lb. mark has been reached. 
The Penitentiary herd was in second 
place, their herd of twenty-three Hol- 
steins averaging 48.41 lbs. fat, 1.324 
Ibs. milk, showing an average test of 
3.63 per cent. Six of the eight asso- 
ciations were led by purebred and 
grade Holstein herds, and one each 
by a Guernsey and a Swiss herd. In 
second place in the individual asso- 
ciation leaders was a grade Holstein, 
owned by Roy Spurling of Brookings, 
with 78.45 Ibs. fat, 2,120.4 Ibs. milk. 
Seven of the eight associations were 
led by purebred or grade Holsteins 
and one by a grade Guernsey in sixth 
place. There were 2.622 cows tested 
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during the month in 195 herds in eight 
associations. Of this number, 314 
produced above 40 lbs. fat, 446 more 
than 1000 lbs. milk and 105 herds 
maintained an average above 25 lbs. 
fat. The Sioux Falls association test- 
ed the largest number of cows, with 
543 head in 24 herds. One hundred 
forty-one unprofitable cows were 
found, forty-three cows were sold for 
beef and replaced by high grade 
dairy cows, and ten herds in the Ches- 
ter association were tested for tuber- 
culosis. 





The March report of C. T. A. work 
in California shows the purebred herd 
of J. L. Sebastian in Kern County 
leading the state with an average of 
70.4 lbs. fat, 2,169 lbs. milk for six- 
teen head. The herd of Frank Helm, 
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consisting of 113 head of Holsteins, 
maintained a very good average cf 40 
lbs. fat, 1242 lbs. milk. This is the 
largest herd in the state reported dur- 
ing the month. Seven of the associa- 
tion herd leaders were Jerseys, five 
were Holsteins, five were mixed and 
one was a Guernsey herd. The high- 
est producing individual in the state 
was a grade Holstein owned by C. 
A. Hibbard, her figures being 101.5 
lbs. fat, 1783 lbs. milk. In second 
place was a registered Holstein in 
the Helm herd with 97 lbs. fat, 3,224 
lbs. milk. Eight of the leading in- 
dividual producers were Holsteins, 
six were Jerseys, two were Guern- 
seys, and one association each was 
led by a Durham and a cow of mixed 
breeding. Ten associations report 
the sale of 165 unprofitable cows

the state of Oregon leading with an 
average of 35.54 lbs. fat for 2,399 cows 
in 86 herds. California has the larg- 
est number of cows with 17,061 head 
in 388 herds and is in third place 
with an average of 32.88 lbs. fat, 4,280 
above 40 lbs. fat. Oregon comes next 
for number of 40-lb. cows with 745. In 
the ten states a total of 31,078 head 
in 1,325 herds in forty-nine associa- 
tions were tested during the month, 
7249 producing above 40 lbs. fat. In 
the classification of herds over 15 
cows, the grade Jersey herd of John 
P. Belloni, Fortuna, Calif., leads with 
58.3 lbs. fat. Another California herd 
is in second place, this being a grade 
Holstein herd with an average of 53.5 
lbs. fat, owned by M. E. Goodreau.

California Holstein News 
By C. L. HUGHES 


One of the greatest production 
records ever made by a _ dairy 
cow has just been completed in 
the herd of A. W. Morris & Sons 
Corporation, Woodland, California, by 
the already famous producer, Aralia 
De Kol Mead 2d. On two milkings 
per day, Subdivision B, she made 
1,072.08 lbs. butter from 22,485.8 Ibs. 
milk and is bred to qualify for a 305- 
day record of 972.04 lbs. butter from 
20,589.1 Ibs. milk, her records for both 
periods being new world’s records in 
Subdivison B. 

The performance of this great cow 
on two milkings per day is of com- 
manding interest in view of the wide- 
spread but quite erroneous ideas that 
prevail among breeders and dairymen 
as to the supposedly abnormal and 
forced conditions which prevail in 
making production records on three 
and four time milking. Last year 
this cow as a six-year-old made 1,- 
303.83 lbs. butter from 26,938.5 Ibs. 
milk on four and three times milking. 
This year she made the _ records 
above noted as a seven-year-old on 
two time milking. 

It will be noted that on two time 
milking Aralia De Kol Mead 2d pro- 
duced 231.75 lbs. less of butter and 
4,452.7 lbs. less of milk than she did 
on four and three time milking, which 
in terms of percentage amounts to 
approximately 17% per cent less 
butter and 16% per cent less milk. 

Offhand it would appear that the 
record made on two time milking was 
the more economical. It is doubtful 
if a better opportunity has ever been 
presented for a reliable comparison 
of two records made by the same 
cow, as these were made during two 
successive years, she carried a calf 
for approximately the same time each 
year, and other conditions were 
approximately equal. Yet on four and 
three time milking she produced 
approximately only 200 pounds of 
butterfat more than she did on two 
time milking. 

At average prices this meant an 
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added income of $100. Assuming that 
one milker could handle twenty such 
cows on two time milking and that 
two milkers could handle ten such 
cows on four and three time milking, 
the expense of the extra man would 
vield a return of 4,000 pounds of but- 
terfat annually from twenty such 
cows, or about $2,000 in money. That 
would seem to be mildly profitable. 
But nobody ever had 20 such cows as 
Aralia De Kol Mead 2d in any herd at 
any one time and the comparison of 
these two records of hers sustains 
the opinion the writer has been form- 
ing for several years, that the results 
do not warrant the expense of milk- 
ing the average test cow four times 
per day. The additional milkings of 
average cows would not pay them- 
selves from the extra yield of butter- 
fat, and when it comes to adding 
value to the offspring, we all know 
that a difference of 40 to 70 pounds in 
butterfat production above the 500 
pound mark is not likely to make a 
corresponding difference in price.
